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REPORT  OF  THE  IvEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 


I beg  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1960  - the  last  complete 
year  of  my  service  as  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Since  my  appointment  in  April,  1929,  work  in  the  Public  Health  Depart- 
ment has  changed  completely.  This  being  a small  town,  the  staff  was 
proportionally  small;  a part-time  Medical  Officer,  a Sanitary  Inspector  who 
was  also  Surveyor  - or,  putting  it  the  other  way  round  - a Surveyor  who  was 
also  Sanitary  Inspector  (that  puts  the  balance  of  inqjortance,  as  it  seemed 
to  everyone  but  the  Medical  Officer,  in  favour  of  his  Surveyor  duties) 

Mr.  Lees  served  the  town  faithfully  in  both  capacities  fcr  many  years, 
taking  all  the  extra  duties  placed  on  him  by  war  necessity  unccB5)laining, 
willingly  and  with  self-sacrificing  devotion.  So  much  so  that  he  died 
suddenly  having  had  to  be  taken  home  from  the  office  (to  which  he  had  struggled 
in  the  throes  of  pneumonia) . He  had  had  no  sick  leave  in  the  whole  of  his 
more  than  twenty-five  years  of  service.  Only  those  in  the  office  knew  that 
throughout  the  war,  although  not  a young  man,  he  had  spent  every  third  night 
sleeping  in  Y/estbxary  House  on  a camp  bed  lest  as  Y/ater  Engineer  he  was  wanted 
in  that  capacity  for  duty  at  the  waterworks.  This  service  he  shared  with 
tv/o  of  the  Council's  workmen.  No  Council  ever  had  a more  loyeQ.  or  kindly 
Officer. 

The  one  other  monber  of  his  staff  was  another  such  person.  Mr,  Ifeyell; 
he  suffered  from  a severe  physical  handicap  - a cleft  palate,  which  interfered 
with  his  speech,  but  which  had  no  effect  on  his  incredible  usefulness. 

Having  had  no  professional  training,  he  yet  was  capable  of  acting  both  as 
assistant  Sxjrveyor,  and  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  Deputy  Clerk  of  the  Council, 
in  the  absence  of  the  Clerk  (iVIr,  Tom  Spence),  on  holiday.  He  also  died 
after  a short  illness  in  the  same  year  ais  Mr,  Lees. 

As  the  1 940  yeans  passed,  it  beoame  obvious  that  Public  Health  work  had 
changed  considerably  and  it  was  decided  by  the  Council  to  separate  the  two 
posts  and  appoint  a whole-time  'Sanitary  Inspector'  and  this  policy  has  been 
continued.  The  first  -Officer  aj^ointed  was,  strangely  enough,  another 
*ir.  I^es,  followed  by  Uir,  Masling,  who  left  during  i960  after  seven  years,  and 
was  follov/ed  by  the  present  Public  Health  Inspector,  Mr,  Holsgrove, 

Modern  Bradford  has  many  legacies  from  the  past.  Some  most  desirable, 
others,  a liability  on  the  town  and  certain  public  services.  Yfe  have  many 
fine  remembrances  of  past  time  in  the  Saxon  Chiirch,  the  Parish  Church,  with  a 
few  reminders  of  the  Norman  bxiilders,  the  Tithe  Bam,  the  two  ancient  bridges, 
and  stone  houses,  whose  ages  come  in  varying  hundreds. 

Having  been  a go-ahead  town  in  the  nineteenth  century,  the  town  had  among 
its  legacies  mentioned  above,  a very  early  Cas  Works  (l833)>  which  means  many 
ancient  gas  pipes,  which  have  given  rise  to  difficialties  to  be  coped  with  by 
the  siiccessors  of  the  original  Cong^any,  and  by  the  Surveyor  as  Highways  Officer. 
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The  water  supply  was  inaugurated  in  1 883 and  tiarough  alterations  in  the 
leve2.  > the  undergro\ind  water  table,  the  original  sources  have  gradually 
disappeared,  lut  for  the  Sub-station  installed  in  1943,  the  Council  would 
be  even  more  troubled  than  they  are  by  the  steady  increasing  demand  for 
water.  Connections  made  for  emergency  supplies  from  Bath  and  for  augmenting 
the  supply  in  the  North-east  from  the  Chippenham  Borough  supply  via  the 
Bradford  & Melksham  R.D,G.,  keep  the  inhabitants  fron  the  worst  shortages  even 
af  uv.*'  a period  of  drought. 

The  Sewage  T'orks  also  wcreinstalled  early,  compared  with  many  larger  towns, 
and  w-,^  built  with  an  eye  to  the  future  growth  of  the  town.  In  spite  of  the 
very  dJ  f ficiilt  layout  of  the  town,  following  the  contours  of  the  rising  ground - 
s‘‘‘o>-.p  o„  the  North  bank,  less  steep,  but  definitely  rising,  on  the  South, 
sewering  must  have  offered  many  difficulties,  but  all  houses,  except  a few  out- 
lying ones  were  connected  at  an  early  date.  The  treatment  works  were  built 
at  a time  -when  labour  was  more  easily  obtainable,  so  some  parts  of  the  works, 
which  served  a useful  purpose,  then  outlived  their  \asefulness.  This,  plios  the 
greater  amoi  . fc  of  dcmestic  sewage  reqvdring  to  be  dealt  with,  the  resiilt  of  more 
and  more  nev/  houses,  and  of  a higher  and  higher  standard  of  hygiene  requiring  a 
great  deal,  more  water  to  be  supplied,  therefore  adding  to  the  quantity  of  waste 
water,  hos  Cc.usod  the  Council  to  call  in  a Consxilting  Engineer  whose  plan  for 
renewing  the  Works  is  completed. 

The  application  of  the  Housing  Acts  has  given  the  Council  and  its  Officers 
their  greatest  headaches.  Solid  stone  walled  tiled  houses,  built  against  (and 
into)  the  rock,  form  the  "back  cloth"  of  the  view  from  the  South,  just  as 
dramatic  as  any  stage  setting.  Even  when  there  was  more  ground  available, 
hoiases  were  built  in  either  terraces  or  angled  rows  - in  many  cases  with  little 
c:.  no  ground  available  for  extensions.  Although  many  of  these  comers  are 
pictures. |ue  to  the  last  degree,  they  provide  extreme  difficulties  in  the  applic- 
ation of  the  Housing  Acts,  Now,  however,  with  the  interest  shewn  by  the 
Historic  Buildings  Council  for  England,  and  the  possibility  of  grants-in-aid 
towards  the  disproportionate  costs  of  modernizaidon,  the  Council  is  able  to 
make  piano  for  saving  sciac  part  of  the  heritage  of  the  past. 

The  i''''.  .:-.^klng  change  in  Public  Health  is  that  of  the  almost  cocoplete 

disappear  ..wu  cx  those  infectioxas  diseases  that  took  such  a heavy  toll  of  infants 
and  children.  When  I was  appointed  as  Liedical  Officer  of  Health  in  1929,  the 
town  had  been  ravaged  by  a serious  scarlet  fever  epidemic  which  was  tailing  off 
gradually ! j.n  the  neighboviring  town  of  Trowbridge  very  shortly  after,  an  equally 
serious  diphtheria  epidemic  was  running  its  course.  Now  no  parent  need  be 
terrified  by  a child’s  con5)laint  of  a sore  throat,  as  nearly  all  children  are 
immunised,  a.gainst  diphtheria,  and  most  parents  accept  the  necessity  of  taking 
the  safeguards  offered  as  a matter  of  course. 
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The  higher  standards  of  living  made  possible  by  good  wages  and 
modern  hoioses,  have  completely  changed  the  pattern  of  life.  The 
few  cases  of  child  neglect  now  stand  out  far  more  obvioiisly  due  mostly 
to  the  incapacity  of  one  or  other  of  the  parents. 

The  changing  conditions  of  life  have  adso  brought  to  the  forefront 
the  necessity  for  consideration  of  the  ageing  population.  As  so  many 
fewer  people  are  allowed  to  die  in  the  younger  age  group  (by  immunisation 
against  infectious  diseases,  better  nutrition,  etc.)  giany  more  are 
living  to  stages  in  which  they  need  care  and  protection.  Thus 
the  Council's  efforts  are  now  being  directed  towards  group  dv^ellings, 
and  one  is  to  be  opened  in  Bradford  on  Avon  in  1 96^  .
